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1. in mid-Uctober 1949 the Chinese Corimunist Party sent HUANG Ch'i-han (a a iz), 
formerly secretary to wiationalist General Pal Chung=-hsi, to Kweilin to negoti- 
ate a peace with Xwangsi leaders. HUANG had been sent to .’eiping with the 
wationulist “peace delegation" by acting vresident LI Tsung-jen. 
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2. Upon arrival in Kwangsi HUaNG was placed under arrest by Pal, and he is 
still in Kweilin. 
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
